A nsw er.—The question which evoked 
the statem ent of the text was “ W hy 
speakest thou unto them in parables?” 
The reply clearly shows that Jesus is 
only seeking a particular class during 
the Gospel Age (Acts 15:14), who will 
m ake iucrease, as good and faithful 
stew ard s. 
Two classes are referred to 
in the passage mentioned; both have 
the same opportunity to profit by the 
message, but only those w ith “hearing 
ears” do so profit, and so from the rest 
is taken aw ay th a t which they do not 
use to advantage. 
W hen good seed is 
sown, a good crop is reasonably ex­ 
pected. 
W e should endeavor to grow 
in grace as we grow in knowledge, and 
let o u r light shine before men.

order to em phasize the im portance of 
the principle involved our Lord re­ 
peated the lesson in the parable of the 
Pounds.

COWS FRESHEN IN THE FALL 


Milk Flow Kept Up for Longer Period 
and Produced During the Season 
of High Prices. 


(By W. F R E E HOFF. Wisconsin.) 
For cows to freshen twice a year 
really sounds like nature faking, but 
that Is just what happens to cows that 
freshen in the fall. 
Good feeding and careful attention 
keep up a large flow of milk all win­ 
ter; then in the spring when the green 
herbage comes the rule, again the man­ 
ufacture of milk receives a fresh stim ­ 
ulus. 
Thus by fall freshening the milk 
flow is not only kept up for a longer 
period of time m ali' we ma"omei'vwse 
be the case, but the most milk Is pro­ 
duced during the season of highest 
prices. 
In this lies the chief superi­ 
ority of winter over sum m er dairying. 
Pows that freshen in the spring dry 
ap quickly in the fall when the grass 
is no longer present; few farm ers take 
good care of a dry cow during the 
winter so that the next year the ani­ 
mal will be still less useful. 
Such de­ 
terioration in a cow is often greater 
than the entire value of her milk 
products. 
Then again, the cows need most 
protection during the sum m er months 
when labor may be used to better ad­ 
vantage in the fields, while during the 
winter months no labor can find em­ 
ployment. 
Summer dairying has ab­ 
solutely nothing to commend it. 
Feed is about the same price in the 
sum m er as in the winter, while winter 
labor is cheaper; this, with the in­ 
creased 
price 
for 
winter 
products 
m akes winter dairying by far the more# 
nrofitable.

Depth Is Quite an Important Factor 
in Successful Fruit Growing— 
Desirable Properties. 


(By C. LEWIS.) 
The opinion is quite prevalent that 
fruit trees will grow and flourish in 
almost any kind of soil. 
This theory, 
however, appears to be wrong, fo.* 
fruit trees, to put forth their bes: 
efforts, require a soil of good quality. 
as much so as do the smaller crops, 
such ars grains, corn, potatoes, etc. 
\\ here such crops thrive, some fruitr. 
are found to do equally well. 
Good 
soils vary in many particulars, hut 
they should be fertile, that is, contain 
the 
necessary 
elements 
for 
plant 
growth. 
The soil should be deep and 
mellow lf best results are desired. 
Depth is indeed a very important fac­ 
tor in successful fruit growing, be­ 
cause the root systems of the trees 
require plenty of room for good devel­ 
opment.

Jefferson City. Mo., Sept. 25—In 
an attempt to bring the home and 
school into closer relationship, and to 
re-establish the school house as a 
social center, William P. Evans, state 
superintendent of schools, issued a 
proclamation yesterday calling upon 
the teachers, pupils and patrons of 
the various districts of the j.tate to 
meet at their school house on Friday 
night, October 30, and organize home 
and school improvement clubs. 
The purpose of these clubs is to 
secure 
active 
co-operation between 
the home and the school and promote 
the social welfare 
of 
the 
district. 
These clubs are asked to hold meet­ 
ings at convenient times for the dis­ 
cussion of school and farm topics. 
He suggests that they could profitably 
discuss roads, health and sanitation, 
improved farm machinery, natural re­ 
sources of the state, 
local 
history, 
crop rotation, soil improvement, rural 
school problems, consolidation, etc. 
These clubs, lie said, would make 
the school house in the country a so­ 
cial center where questions vitally af­ 
fecting country life may be discussed 
One such club, which already shows 
beneficial results, was organized in 
Bates county at the Hudson school 
house in 1910. 
Others 
have 
been 
launched in Greene. Monroo and a 
number of other counties. 
A pamphlet 
suggesting 
p-ograms 
for such clubs has been issued by 
Evans and mailed to all teachers and 
school board members. 
Mr. Evans says in 
recent 
years 
there has been less and less use of 
the country school house as a devel­ 
opment and social center.
